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Summary* 


Men  received  for  Submarine  School  are  examined  at 
New  London  for  qualification  for  submarine  duty*  Examination 
data  are  tabulated  each  month  by  a  punched-oard  technique  pre¬ 
viously  reported-*-#  The  examinations  for  the  month  of  June  have 
been  analyzed  and  the  appended  enclosures  show  the  following* 

1»  Enclosure  (A)  shows  the  number  of  enlisted  men 
examined  and  the  number  rejected  for  each  of  the  past  five 
months#  Of  2461  school  candidates  examined  during  this  period, 
524  were  disqualified,  or  13,1  per  cent, 

2,  The  number  examined  monthly  has  decreased  pro¬ 
gressively  since  the  first  of  the  present  year,  as  Bhcsra  in 
Enolosure  (A). 

3#  22  of  the  56  disqualified  in  June  manifested 

psychiatric  disabilities.  This  proportion  is  slightly  larger 
than  in  the  preceding  four  months**,  hut  not  signif ioantly  so, 

4#  Numbers  disqualified  for  each  specific  reason 
under  the  five  general  headings  are  shown  in  enolosure  (A).  . 
The  alphabetic  and  numerical  codes1 2  utilized  in  the  tables 
of  enclosure  (a)  are  described  in  enclosure  (B)* 

5.  An  analysis  of  disqualifications  according  to 
stations  from  which  men  are  received  is  presented  also  in  en¬ 
closure  (A).  It  is  noted  that  the  pattern  of  disqualifications 
varies  from  one  station  to  another, 

6,  A  coded  report,  of  which  enolosure  (B)  is  an 
example,  has  been  sent  to  each  station  from  which  submarine 
candidates  are  received  routinely.  This  report  lists  for  the 
month  those  disqualified,  those  accepted  and  those  still  in  a 
pending  status  at  the  time  the  report  is  drafted.  Reasons  for 
rejection  are  cited  for  each  man  disqualified.

7#  It  is  emphasized  that  most  of  the  men  reported 
herein  have  been  passed  previously  by  examiners  at  other  Naval 
Activities.  Thus  these  data  do  not  describe  the  inadequacies 
of  the  total  population  of  candidates  for  Submarine  duty;  rather, 
these  data  relate  to  examinations  by  the  Submarine  Medioal  Ex¬ 
aminer  of  the  enlisted  population  received  at  New  London  for 
instruction. 
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
